"Howeykr the next Presidential elec- 
tion may go," says The Denver Repub- 
lican, "it is absolutely certain that no 
Protective Tariff 
Bill can be passed 
A SihtriW, through the Senate 

Atxti-Tarijf Threat, until bimetallism is 
first re-established 
by act of Congress. 
The St. Louis Convention will do well to 
make a note of this fact, for it is a faet. 
That is to say, if the leading rilverite 
Republican paper knows anything about 
the temper and purpose of its faction, 
there will be no Tariff legislation in the 
Republican Congress to be elected this 
year unless the Republican party passes 
» free coinage bill. It will be remem- 
bered that a few silver Republican Sena- 
tars aboat three months ago antagonized 
« Republican revenae bill by a free 
CDinage measure and kilted it, and what 
was done then this silverite paper inti- 
mates will be done again. 

Yet, says The Globe-Democrat, the St. 
Louis Cob vention can afford to laugh at 
threats of this sort. Ont of the M H 
members of that body the 16 to 1 men 
will not have more than 100 rotes at 
the outside, and are likely to have less. 
Of these 100 it is very safe to predict 
that not more than a dozen will be of 
the "free coinage or bust" type. All of 
them will vote and work for a silver 
declaration, but only an insignificant 
fraction of them will threaten to bolt 
the party or to block party legislation 
when a geld standard plank is put in 
the platform. The spirit evinced by The 
Denver Republican will find very 
little support from the silver leaders. 
Senators Wolcott, Prttigrew, Hans- 
BBorjGH and Shocp premise to accept 
the platform, whatever it may be, and 
support the ticket, and Senator Teller, 
who has nntll recently been In an agly 
mood. Is coining aroHBd to the same 
frame of mind. 

There is a stroag probability, of 
course, that even with the large majority 
which the Republicans are likely to 
bare In the next Senate, the representa- 
tives of the mining states will hold the 
bilance in that body. But that all of 
them, or eren one-fifth of them, will 
obstruct partisan legislation as the 
Denver paper threatens and as fire of 
them did a few moot!* ago. is decidedly 
Improbable. The effect of such a coarse 



would be to keep the present Tariff on 

the statute book until the sound money 
Republicans secured control of the Sen- 
ate, but it could not possibly help the 
silver cause. Senator Teller said re- 
cently that the passage of the so-called 
Sherman Law of 1890 was brought 
about by a deal for silver Republican 
votes for the Tariff of that year, and he 
aaalafad the assertion that the law was 
forced on the Republicans as an escape 
from free coinage was false. The 
tor probably tells the truth here, as lit

The 
pretense that the Republican leaders of 
181)0 feared Harrison would sign a free 
coinage bill looked suspicions at the 
time, in view of Harrison's anti-sllrer 
declarations in his Inaugural and 
message, but the Actual knowledge of 
the deal was confined to the inner cir- 
cles of the party until Tkllkr revealed 
it. But no such conspiracy can ever 
succeed again. The so-called Sherman 
Law was the one blunder in financial 
legislation which the Republicans 
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power. If the Wilson-Gorman Law 
stays on the statute book until the Re- 
publicans make some surrender to silver 
it will attain au older age than the 
Walker Tariff, or than the long series of 
customs advances, redactions and modi- 
fications collectively called the Morrill 
Tariff.

Heavy Rains in Upper Mississip- 
pi and Lower Missouri Valleys. 



Rye, Oats, Potatoes, Gardens, Mead- 
ows and Pastures in Illinois Good. 



Cm. aoo. May 21.— The reports as to 
the condition of the crops throughout 
the country and the general effect of 
the weather on the growth, cultivation 
and harvest of same, were Wednesday 
made by the directors of the several 
climate and crop sections. The reports 
received at Chicago were as follows: 

The week has been characterized by 
unusually high average daily tempera- 
ture from the Mississippi valley east- 
ward and by heavy precipitation in the 
states of the upper Mississippi and 
lower Missouri valleys. Severe local 
storms have caused damage to crops in 
portions of Texas, Missouri, Nebraska 
and Wisconsin. The effects of 
drought are being quite seriously 
felt in the Ohio valley, where 
rainfall is largely deficient. Winter 
heading in the more 
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is heading very short. Illinois reports 
improved conditions in' north, central 
and southeastern counties. Less fa- 
vorable reports are received from Ohio, 
Indiana and Virginia, where t he crop 
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Arkansas and Oklahoma and 
chopping is nearing completion in Ala- 
bama. Tobacco planting has been de- 
layed in consequence of drought in 
North Carolina, where plants are over- 
grown, but has progressed in Mary- 
land, Virginia, Kentucky and Tennes- 
see. 

Illinois— A warm, showery week, 
which has been beneficial to crops; rye, 
oats, potatoes, gardeus. meadows and 
pastures are generally in good condi- 
tion; meadows somewhat injured by 
army worms in southern half of stnt*. 
Wheat improved in north, central and 
southwest counties and generally head- 
ed out. Chinee bugs very numerous. 
Corn coming up with good stand, early 
being cultivated; fruits still dropping 
badly.

Condition of Kentucky Crops Up 
to Monday Evening. 



The weather conditions of the past week 
were upon the whole more favorable to 
crops generally than those of the pre- 
ceding month. While the rain 
mainly in the form of local showers 
so heavy and frequent were they it 
Western sections of the state, thai tbe 
drouth may be said to be broken in that 
division. In other pnris of the state the 
rainfall was much less, and while in som 
localities there whs ■ sutlteient amount t< 
allay in a measure the effects of tbi 
drouth, more is badly needed, especially 
in the Bluegrass counties and Kastwarll 
the West Virginia line There are 
strong Indications at the date of this re 
port that goad ratal will tali in these sec- 
tions baton Wednesday night. The 
temperature, while ranging from five ta 

t degrees above the average di 
during the week, did not attain the ml 
ed extremes which characterized several 
preceding weeks. The amount of sun-

and farmers are much discouraged at l he 
prospect for a crop. Ootid rain would im- 
prove it, but in many localities it has suf- 
fered permanent injury from the protract- 
ed drouth. Some tobacco has lem set, 
but the Mason has not been favorable for 
any great progress with the work . There 
umplaints of scarcity of plants frsm 
Kcaton, Owen, Scott and adjoining conn 
ticB. Corn has come up well, and the stand 
is gent rally reported to be good. This 
crop has sulTurjed less from the drouth than 
have any of tbe others. Tbe rains im- 
prove clover and timothy somewhat, but 
both are still short and need more moisture 
badly Oats bare been seriously injured 
most localities, but not bo much that 
good rains will not serve ta revive them 
I'asluresbavc improved, and bluegrass Is 
reported to. be growiog nicely again. 
Hemp looks badly, some of the seed fail 
> gei uiioate, giving the fields an irreg- 
IV. arance. Apples are reported to be 
scarce, but tbe prospect for other fruit is 



good. Gardens are doing moderately well. 
But few complaints are made of the pres 
ence of cutworms 

EASTERN KENTUCKY 

The light showers of tbe week have re- 
vived vegetation te aome extent but more 
rain Is badly needed. In many places the 
toil is so dry and hard that it cannot be 
worked. Corn, as a rule, looks well, but 
iu a number of counties is commencing to 
yellow from lack of rain. But little to- 
bacco bas been set and there arc com- 
plaints of scarcity of plants from Lewis 
a ul several adj lining counties. Wheat 
is in a generally poor condition aud some 
correspondents state that it will be too low 
to cut. Kye and oats are short and need 
rain very badly. Pastures and meadows 
are poor and there is a scarcity of grass for 
stock reported from many counties. Tbe 
present outlook for the bay crop Is very 
discouraging. Eirly garden vegetables 
are not in good condition, but rain would 
bring tin in forward rapidly. Fruits arc 
reported to be promising, though apples 
are dropping from the trees in great num- 
bers. As in other sections of the slate, 
there are few complaints of cutworms 
this meek.
